The ratio assessment figure for the Town in 1980 dropped to 69%. In order to 
raise that figure closer to 100%, all properties (land and buildings) have been in- 
creased by 20%. Exceptions to the 20% increase are: 1) land classified as Cur- 
rent Use which was assessed separately using rates provided by the State and 2) 
properties which were assessed individually by the State Assessor for reasons of 
Additions/alterations/new buildings, etc.

The Surry Volunteer Fire Department Engineers report that although the 
number of calls stayed the same in 1981 as in 1980, the majority of calls were 
chimney fires. With the increased use of wood heat, we feel that we should 
remind people to clean and check their chimney periodically. In many cases 
once or twice a year is not enough. During the winter months you should check 
your chimney and stovepipe every couple of weeks. The use of dry-well 
seasoned hard wood will not create as much creosote as green wood. We would 
also like to ask people to brick up any unused thimble openings in their 
chimneys and prior to the heating season have chimneys checked to be sure 
they are in sound condition. 


Activities during the year included several training sessions within the 
department and with other departments. Three of the members completed the 
course for N.H. Firefighter Certification this year, giving us a total of seven 
members that are nowcertified. Two additional members should be completing 
the requirements for certification soon. The annual Meadowood spring and fall 
Firefighting School attracted some of our members. 


In addition to training, work was done at the Fire Station, outside flood lights 
and a new sign along with a fresh coat of paint were added to the building. Four 
Motorola monitors were purchased by the Fire Department and Auxilary for 
members use. With the use of these, response time to a fire is improved as they 
are portable and easier for members to carry with them.
